De Wet 
had six thousand men when he captur- 
ed Krugersdorp, The treason court 
had to hurriedly jeave Colesburg, Which 
it is reported is nowi in the hands of 
the Boers. Heavy cannona‘ling has 
been’ heard north of Krugersdotp ‘and 
it is believed Clements and De Wet 
qwwere engaged in a pitched battle, Sun- 
day last.

Albania..a horde of Mohammedans 


crucified every Christian male, fixing 


them toe trees with stakes driven 
through the hands and feet. Many 
womaa were carried off to Moham- 


medani harems. Children were chopped 
up before their parents eyes. At 
Gruma, south of Bituch, women were 
tortured hetore the eyes of, their hus- 
bands and fathers. The men were *er- 
ribly. mutilated, haying their ears fin- 
gers toes and limbs cut off. Many 
children were drowned. At Rybaritz 
th@® enitire population was massacred, 
The victims in each casa were put to 
death slowly. At Banishka a bonfire 
was made of twenty Christians, At 
Genevitza, the priest of the Melumkon¢ 
iesiwas tied ina sack and thrown into 
the river. The ring leaders ot the Ma- 
hommedan: ic fanatia Haiduk! Ilam, 
who boasts of having slaughtered 200 
infidels ‘with his own hands. The. ser- 
vian consul at Mitrovitza estimates the 
number of Christians killed at 470 men 
110 women and 480 children He places 
the number of Christians women taken 
away to Turkish harems at 385. The

A matter which requires td be con- 
sidered carefwlly in any financial re- 
adjustment that may take placa be-

MANITOBA CROPS. 

The erdp report of tha past season 
has been issued by the Manitoba gar- 
srament, It says: 

The wheat yield, 8.9 bushels per acre 
is certainly a remarkable yield when 
the weather conditions which prevail- 
e¢ during the year are censidered. The 
drought, wp to the first week im July, 
Was SO serious that soma of the mast 
practical farmers in the province be- 
lieved that the crop would not be 
worth cutting, and, as shown in the 
August Bulletin, plowed down many 
acres of crap. When the rains came 
in July all seed germinated and the 
growth of vegetation was astounding. 
The late growth gave promisa of a 
better crop than what was in appear- 
ance at the ist of August. Early 
crops of the first ¢rowth{ were cyt in 
Some! ‘places and gave w yield of from 
5 to 10 bushels per acre, In other 
cases everything was left until the 
fecoad growth matured and the yield 
was from 10 to 15 bushels to the acre 
Hadi the weather been favorable for 
harvesting, there is nd doubt but that 
thalyield would bhave'been a half more 
than the estimated, yield in the August 
Bulletin, Never in the hisiary af 
the province was a harvest gathered 
and thresbed under such unfavorable 
conditiqns. Wet weather continued 
during ‘the latier part of August, dur- 
ing all September and the first week 
of October. Stacking and threshing 
were at a standstill during’ all the 
period. Stooks were saturated with 
rain weekly, until farmers were al- 
most in despair, fearing thatt it would 
ba impossible to save anything hbe- 
fore winter set in. A change came 
on the 7th October, after which the 
harvest was garnered. Much grain 
was lost by shelling cut of sheaves 
as they were handed over and over 
again on the &.136¢ th get them dry, 
and many sheaves matted with, grow- 
ing grain had to be discarded from 
stooks ani stacks when threshing, in 
order to make the omlity of grain 
threshed fit for market. Notwithstand- 
ing all the drawbacks, it 'is to be nated

The remarks on wheat. ariply! to oats 
and barley, Many fields of aats, 
after being cut and in stook, grew a 
second crop, with rank growth, dur- 
ing: the wet weather that: completely 
hid the stooks of the first crop not 
yet stacked. The cuality of the oats 
is below. the average. Complaint is 
also made that barley is thin or light. 
It is hard to estimalte the amomnt 


df wheat that is tcf go to market for’ 


export. Farmers must reiain e:aough 
gaod grain for seed and fioyr, and as 
there is not an’ over plus of coarse 
grains no doubt a considerable quan- 
tity of wheat will be used for feed- 


ing! ‘purposes. 
The report shows the yield 
to be, on tha whole, about half 


that of the year 1899. In 1899 the iotal 
yield of wheat was 27,922,230 byshels, 
an average of i7.13 bushels per acre, 
-while this year the tota] yiel@of wheat 
was 13,025,252 bushels, am average of 
8.9 per acre. The total yield of oats 
this year was much iess than ~ half 
that of last year; although the average 
per acre was over half of that of last 
year, This year’s yield of oats was 
€,814,312 bushels, an averaga of 20.5 
byshels per acre as compared with a 
sleld of 22,318,378 bushels in 1899, an 
average of 38.80 per acre. Tha barley 
crop yield this year was considerably 
over half of that of 1899. The total 
cardp of barley this/ year. was 2,939,477 
bwshels, an average of 18.9 bushels 
peracre, as compared: with 5,379,156 
bashels in 1899, an averaga cf 29.4 
bashels rer acre This year’s crop of 
flax, rye and peas was about half that 
of 1499. The acreage im potatoes and 
roots was } last year, while 
the vield per acre was also smaller, 
thus redyejne “Yh. 4441) vield of both 
these very considerably below the fig- 
ures Of last year. During the present 
year, fowl to the number of 364,232, 
have been disposed of by. the farmers 
af the province. A most reassuring 
feature of the report is the statement 
that buildings to the vaiue of $1,351,000 
have been erected in the province dur- 
ing the year. There has been 1,558,837 
acres Prepared for crop for ‘next year. 
Ar jinteresting feature of the report 
is the portion pertaining to dairying. 
During the year 3.338.431 pounds of 
butter ‘valued at $541.961, and 1,021,258 
pounds of cheese. valued at $102,330, 
2,357,049 pounds of butter, Valued at 
$383.578, and 848,587 pounds of cheese 
valued at $86,980, were manufactured 
during 1899,

shop, two livery stables, a roller miil 
with a capacity of 50, barrels per day, 
ne hotel with another regidly near- 
ing compietion, a schoo] house, two 
grain elevators, a eommodious __)a!! 
built ‘by the I..0. F., and several piriv- 
ate resijences. The drug store is awn- 
ed by a resident phiysician, Dr. Sutaer- 
Jand. The Presbyterian, and Metho- 
dist denominations have resident pas- 
tors and comfortable church ‘buildings, 
service in the Roman! Catholid church 
being conducted by a priest from! Beau- 
mont, The number of stores and the 
size of the village do not, however, ade- 
quately indicate its importance as it 
is ini the centre of a very large mixed 
farming district. The Brackman-Ker 
Milling Co., the Calgary Milling Co. and 
the jocal mill ara now buying grain 
at this point. The mil] has until re- 
cently run night and daily but at pres- 
ent, owing to an accident to one of the 
millers, is running eighteen hours. 
Five trains a week from both north 
and south furnish excellent shipping 
facilities, Mr. R. T. Telford conducts 
a lumber yard. dealing in all/kinds of 
Wuilding' material.

ELECTRIC LIGHT AGREEMENT.

at Neihart where we encountered a 
a oa the 15th. We reached Great 
Falls at noon Saturaay acy , the’ 17kh, where 
it was now quite cold and snowing con- 
sidecably. We pulled on td Surf river 
where the storm culminated and we 
held up for one day, our thermometer 
registering 24 degrees below, zero, We 
made, Chotean| on the 21st and sncered 
the Blackfoot Indian reserve on the 
24th. Util this time the range was 
practically bare of feed. We had seen 
nothing but sheer, The country seems 
to ba given over to sheep business, The 
land on the reservation was good, We 
crossed into Canada on the 28thi wad on 
the 29th reported. at the cusiom house 
at St. Mary’s. We were in Cardston 
on the 30th. The country arourd :s 
well settled, with iots' of hay stacks, 
fing ranges. bu act many cattle. ~The 
weather here was very mild and pleas- 
ant. Snow aboant all gone and good 
wheeling. We passed -through ‘the 
Blood Indian. reservation and puiled in- 
to MacLeod. Saturday evening. Dec. ist. 
We found good steel bridges across the

Nevertheless this old timers’ 
dinner of 1900 goes on: record as prob- 
ably the most significant celebration 
of pioneerism the Edmonton old y:imers 
ewer had. Their “next merry meet- 
ing” will be im another century The 
century whose lest quarter made Ed- 
mpnten wi:l soon be aj matter yf his- 
tory; along with the hopes and Aeeds, 
the joys and cares, the, successes and 
failures of the pioneers whose carly 
efforts brought the beginning of civil- 
izations to the North Caskatchswan, 
Whe can tell what these men «ad for 
al imental picture of Edmonton, twenty- 
five years ago? They were better on 
deeds than dreams perhaps. Yet they 
must have known that while they were 
busy with the deeds, time’ was busy 
with the dream. They were rot mezre- 
ly individual men whom circumstances 
drove to the westera wild to fight the 
gomestic wif from the door. Whet- 
her deeply conscious of itj or not they 
were in their isolated fashion nation- 
fmilders. They were Canadians. 

But! the day of theold timers is 
quickly passivg here, It was 1 bappy 
omen perhaps that ani old timer arive 
the last spike in the bridge over which 
are coming the people who know noth- 
ing about Joseph. And as they veard 
of the new century come and go :t will 
be more and more necessary. for the 
veterans af the prairie to meet and 
remember their youth.
